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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's amendment has overcome the Examiner's prior double patenting rejection; 
moreover Blanchard et al ( c 304) fails to teach nor suggest doping into the sidewalls and bottom 
of the trench by an etchant gas as recited in claim 21 in combination with the other recited 
elements. Therefore, claim 21 is in condition for allowance and claims 22-32 which act only to 
further narrow the allowable subject matter are also deemed to be allowable.
